Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claim 1 (currently amended) is allowable because the prior art does not teach or 
suggest wherein the first metallic material comprises a material selected from the group 
consisting of cast iron and steel, and wherein the second metallic material poured is a 
material selected from the group consisting of aluminum and aluminum alloys, with the 
bonding zone being composed of an iron-aluminum alloy. 

4. Claim 7 (currently amended) Is allowable because the prior art does not teach or 
suggest a bonding zone using an average thickness of between 10 mm and 5 mm. 

5. Claim 9 (currently amended) is allowable because the prior art does not teach or 
suggest a stage of excess pouring the second metallic material in said groove over a 
determined period so as to cause heating of the first metallic material constituting said 
groove as well as washing the surfaces of this groove. Hiramatsu (Japanese patent JP
